Rats are the n atio n ’s 
mo st 
de­ 
stru ctiv e p est, an d are a large fac­ 
to r in the sp read o f disease, 
p ar­ 
ticu larly ty p hu s fev er. 
Man 
has 
been wagin g war o n rats in div idu al­ 
ly fo r cen tu ries, bu t in this co u n ty 
as well as in mo st o f Eu ro p e an d 
Asia it has been a lo sin g fight. The 
rats with which we are all so famil­ 
iar an d which giv e u s so mu ch co n ­ 
cern in the cities, ho mes, an d barn s 
are all o f in tro du ced sp ecies. These 
rats were n o t p resen t in 
America 
u n til the early p art o f the 19 th Cen ­ 
tu ry , bu t n o w rats are p resen t in all 
p arts o f the n atio n . They ev en o u t­ 
n u mber man . It is ev iden t, there­ 
fo re, that the 
in div idu al 
effo rts 
were n o t adeq u ate. In sev eral Eu ­ 
ro p ean co u n tries 
where 
the 
rats 


hav e been a p ro blem fo r cen tu ries, 
n atio n al legislatio n has been en act­ 
ed to co mp el co n certed actio n by the 
citizen ry . In this co u n try 
n o 
n a­ 
tio n al rat co n tro l legislatio n is 
in 
effect 
bu t 
it has been reco gn ized 
that the co n tro l o f rats is a p u blic 
p ro blem an d mu st be attacked o n at 
least a co mmu n ity basis. 
The elimin atio n o f the rats’ fo o d 
an d shelter is the o n ly p erman en t 
co n tro l measu re kn o wn . No rat co n ­ 
tro l effo rt is so u n d that do es n o t 
imp ro v e the situ atio n in this regard. 
An y metho d o f killin g rats will 
help , bu t p o iso n in g is the mo st ef­ 
fectiv e metho d o f redu cin g the rat 
p o p u latio n q u ickly an d 
efficien tly ; 
ho wev er, it sho u ld n o t be co n sidered 
a cu re-all. 


The rats referred to 
are 
the 
Bro wn rat, which is the heav y sp ec­ 
ies, with small ears an d tail abo u t 
eq u al len gth o f the bo dy ; the Ro o f 
rat which has large ears, lo n g bo dy 
an d tail n early o n e an d o n e-fo u rth 
times the len gth o f the bo dy ; an d 
the Black rat which is similar 
to 
the Ro o f rat, bu t n o t o ften o ccu r­ 
rin g in this area in its p u re fo rm. 
The abo v e n amed co mmo n 
rats 
sho u ld n o t be co n fu sed with the n a­ 
tiv e field rat. They are similar ex ­ 
cep t that the co mmo n rats are larg­ 
er than the field sp ecies. The habits 
o f the field sp ecies are en tirely dif­ 
feren t an d req u ire differen t co n tro l 
metho ds.

I t Tu rning Ou t Tho u sands 
Of Fliers to Aid Yankee 
Airmen in Pacific. 


SOMEWHERE IN AUSTRALIA.— 
Au stralia’s co ntribu tio n o f trained 
pilo ts, air crews and gro u nd per­ 
so nnel in this war is a triu mph o f 
o rganizatio n, say s a NANA writer. 
At the o u tbreak o f war, Au stralia 
had o ne training scho o l and 16 in­ 
stru cto rs. 
When the empire air 
training 
scheme 
was intro du ced. 
Au stralia u nderto o k to su pply 16 ,000 
fu lly trained air crew perso nnel by 
March, 19 43, and to bu ild u p an o r­ 
ganizatio n capable o f fu rnishing 10,- 
000 pilo ts, a;r o bserv ers and air 
gu nners each y ear after that. 
In 
additio n, 25,000 gro u nd staff were 
gu aranteed, a nu mber co nsidered 
necessary to serv ice the empire 
squ adro ns fo rmed fro m Au stralian 
perso nnel in the first three y ears. 
Six teen-y ear-o ld y o u ths are training 
to gradu ate into the RAAF the day 
they tu rn 18. 
Jo b Well Do ne. 
Ho w well these men tu rned o u t 
needs little telling. In ev ery theater 
o f war befo re Japan’s entry Au s­ 
tralian airmen play ed a pro minent 
part. 
An RAAF squ adro n in the Middle 
E ast first saw actio n in No v ember, 
19 40, fly ing Gladiato rs. They gradu ­ 
ated to Hu rricanes, o n to To mmy - 
hawks and thence to Kitty hawk*. 
They hav e well o v er 250 v ictims to 
their credit and latest repo rts sho w 
that they no w ru n a clo se seco nd 
to the mo st su ccessfu l Allied squ ad­ 
ro n. Sev eral famo u s aces fro m this 
squ adro n 
are back in Au stralia 
training pilo ts. 
Mo re than a y ear ago the first 
RAF squ adro n to mo v e into Sy ria 
and o ccu py Damascu s dro me within 
a day o f its captu re had a 100 per 
cent Au stralian gro u nd crew, all 
trained 
u nder 
the 
empire 
air 
scheme. 
And so , u ntil December 7, 19 41, 
all was go ing well. 
It was an em ­ 
pire war against the Ax is, and Au s­ 
tralia was mo re than play ing her 
part. 
Tra ining in Three Sta g es. 
Under the scheme, ho wev er, the 
Ey ing training o f an Au stralian pilo t 
was div ided into three principal 
stages, each being co mpleted in a 
separate 
scho o l. 
The 
first 
two 
stages, elementary and serv ice fly ­ 
ing, were co mpleted in Au stralia. 
Fo r the third and mo st impo rtant 
stage—o peratio nal fly ing—the men 
were sent abro ad. 
Under the stress o f mo dern war, 
battle squ adro ns hav e no time fo r 
training men. 
Their pilo ts m u st 
co me 
to 
them 
fresh 
and 
fu lly 
trained. 
So Japans entry into the 
w ar and the immediate threat to 
Au stralia necessitated an immediate 
rev isio n in training. 
Smo o thly , new scho o ls were o pened 
fo r o peratio nal fly ing. 
So well had 
the gro u ndwo rk been laid that Au s­ 
tralia immediately came into the 
pictu re as o ne o f the wo rld’s m ajo r 
air training centers, bo asting the 
mo st adv anced air training m eth­ 
o ds. 
To day , new scho o ls are still being 
o pened and y o u ng Americans, as 
well as Au stralians, are passing 
thro u gh adv anced o peratio nal fly ing. 


23,000,000 Brito ns Are 
No w Serv ing in the W ar 
LONDON.—Ernest Bev in, minis­ 
ter o f labo r, disclo sed that o f 33,000,- 
000 perso ns in Britain between the 
ages o f 14 and 6 5 mo re than 23,000,- 
000 hav e been mo bilized fo r fu ll­ 
time natio nal serv ice. 
Bev in said an additio nal large 
nu mber had v o lu nteered fo r wo rk 
in canteens and sim ilar serv ices, 
leav ing less than 3,000,000, inclu ding 
children, the aged and inv alid, idle.

Two hundred million e x tra chick­ 
ens are wanted for Am erican dinner 
tables this fall and winter. Secretary 
Claude R. W ickard calls upon poul- 
tr y m e n of the United States to pro­ 
duce this additional food to supple­ 
m ent the probable supply of 
m e a t 
available fo r civilians. 
T e x a s’ contribution would he near 
ten million fryers. This would be in 
proportion to the n um ber of chickens 
produced in the state each year. The 
most desirable weight 
f o r 
Texas- 
grown fry e r chicks is from tw o to 
two and one-half pounds. 
To produce a chicken of 
this 
weight usually 
requires from seven 
to ten pounds of feed, dep en d en t up­ 
on the quality of feed and the feed­ 
er. A good quality of broiler mash 
normally will produce one pound of 
gain on three and one-half pounds 


of feed. Cost of chicks 
this 
fall 
may be slightly more than those of 
last year, but it should be possible 
to obtain good broiler types fo r a p ­ 
proxim ately ten cents each. 


Pou ltry m en who 
have 
brooding 
equipm ent can use it profitably 
by 
brooding chicks 
during 
November 
and December, and have them m a r­ 
keted 
before starting 
the 
spring 
brood to replace the 
laying

Rats Are Destructive And Spread Disease 
Help Kill Them 


Rats are the n a tio n ’s 
most 
d e ­ 
structive pest, and are a large fac­ 
tor in the spread of disease, 
par­ 
ticularly 
typhus fever. 
Man 
has 
I cen waging war on rats individual­ 
ly for centuries, but in this county 
as well as in most of Europe and 
Asia it has been a losing light. The 
rats with which we arc all so famil­ 
iar and which give us so much con­ 
cern in the cities, homes, and barns 
are all of introduced species. These 
rats were 
not present in 
America 
until the early part of the 19th C en­ 
tury, hut now rats a r e present in all 
parts of the nation. They even o u t ­ 
num ber man. 
It is 
evident, th ere­ 
fore, 
th a t the 
individual 
efforts 
were not adequate. In several E u ­ 
ropean countries 
where 
the 
rats 


have been a problem for centuries, 
national legislation has been enact­ 
ed to compel concerted action by the 
citizenry. In this country 
no 
na­ 
tional rat control legislation is 
in 
effect 
but 
it has been recognized 
th a t the control of rats is a public 
problem and must be attacked on at 
least a com m unity basis. 
The elimination of the r a ts’ food 
and shelter 
is the only perm anent 
control m easure known. No r a t con­ 
trol e ffo rt is sound that does not 
improve the situation in this regard. 
Any method 
o f killing 
rats will 
help, hut poisoning is the most ef­ 
fective method of reducing the rat 
population quickly and 
efficiently; 
however, it should not be considered 
a cure-all. 


The rats re fe rred to 
are 
the 
B row n rat, which is the heavy spec­ 
ies, with small ears and tail about 
equal length of the body; the Roof 
r a t which has large ears, long body 
and tail nearly one and one-fourth 
times the length of the body; and 
the 
Black r a t which is similar 
to 
the Roof rat, hut not often occur­ 
ring in this a re a in its pun* form. 
The above named common 
rats 
should not be confused with the n a ­ 
tive field rat. They are similar ex­ 
cept th at the common rats a r e larg­ 
er than the field species. The habits 
of the field species are entirely dif­ 
fe re n t and require d ifferen t control 
methods. 
The dates for a complete ra t con­ 
trol campaign have been set by the 


United States Fish 
and 
Wildlife 
Service 
in co-operation 
with 
the 
Texas A. & 
M. 
Extension Service 
the county health officer, and rural 
and urban leaders of Jones county. 
These dates a re : Hamlin, November 
23 to 28; Stam ford, November 30

W hen the time comes it is h o p e d 
that every citizen of t h e county will

est of conserving vital war materials 
and the prevention and control

F or information on building rats 
out, contact yo u r county a g e n t or 
teacher of vocational agriculture.

Australia Now 
Strong in Air 


Is Turning Out Thousands 
Of Fliers to Aid Yankee 
Airmen in Pacific. 


SOMEWHERE IN AUSTRALIA.— 
Australia’s contribution of trained 
pilots, air crews and ground per­ 
sonnel in this war is a triumph of 
organization, says a NANA writer. 
At the outbreak of war, Australia 
had one training school and 16 in­ 
structors. 
When the empire air 
training scheme 
was 
introduced. 
Australia undertook to supply 16,000 
fully trained air crew personnel by 
March, 1943, and to build up an or­ 
ganization capable of furnishing 10.- 
000 pilots, air observers and air 
gunners each year after that. 
In 
addition, 25,000 ground staff were 
guaranteed, a number considered 
necessary to service the empire 
squadrons formed from Australian 
personnel in the first three years. 
Sixteen-year-old youths are training 
to graduate into the RAAF the day 
they turn 18 
Job Well Done. 
How well these men turned out 
needs little telling. In every theater 
of war before Japan’s entry Aus­ 
tralian airmen played a prominent 
part. 
An RAAF squadron in the Middle 
E ast first saw action in November, 
1940, flying Gladiators. They gradu­ 
ated to Hurricanes, on to Tommy- 
hawks and thence to Kittyhawks. 
They have well over 250 victims to 
their credit and latest reports shov; 
that they now run a close second 
to the most successful Allied squad­ 
ron. Several famous aces from this 
squadron 
are back in 
Australia 
training pilots. 
More than a year ago the first 
RAP squadron to move into Syria 
and occupy Damascus drome within 
a day of its capture had a IOO per 
cent Australian ground crew, all 
trained 
under 
the 
empire 
air 
scheme. 
And so, until December 7, 1941, 
all was going well. 
It was an em­ 
pire war against the Axis, and Aus­ 
tralia was more than playing her 
part. 
Training in Three Stages. 
Under the scheme, however, the 
Eying training of an Australian pilot 
was divided into three principal 
stages, each being completed in a 
separate 
school. 
The 
first 
two 
stages, elementary and service fly­ 
ing, were completed in Australia. 
For the third and most important 
stage—operational flying—the men 
were sent abroad. 
Under the stress of modern war, 
battle squadrons have no time for 
training men. 
Their pilots must 
come 
to 
them 
fresh 
and 
fully 
trained. 
So Japans entry into the 
war and the immediate threat to 
Australia necessitated an immediate 
revision in training. 
Smoothly, new schools were opened 
for operational flying. 
So well had 
the groundwork been laid that Aus­ 
tralia immediately came into the 
picture as one of the world’s m ajor 
air training centers, boasting the 
most advanced air training m eth­ 
ods. 
Today, new schools are still being 
opened and young Americans, as 
well as Australians, are passing 
through advanced operational flying.
